Bra. Mason becomes a little 
despondent at timei. He now 
spook* oat *.boat church I itera- 
tor*. Well now, Bro. Meson, 
you know tbet not every brother 
looks at literature u yon end I 
do. We cennot expect ell, or 
even many, to become as we are 
at once or at all. We can only 
'possess our souls in pati- 
ence' and do what we can. Our 
denomination is not atone in 
this. I heard the report of the 
M. E. Book Concern at the 
Northern Ohio Couterence lest 
fall; and I was surprised at the 
scolding they had to do. And 
the carelessness in letting their 
bills run was certainly surprising. 
Casually I learn that certain 
brethren are expressing doubts 
as to the orthodoxy of Ashland 
University. Well, well, what 
next? I honestly believe that 
the school is as orthodox as 
any I know of. Do you see the 
point, brethren ? If you cbooee 
you may send your children to 
a school where they do not re- 
ceive instructions in morality 
even. 

Now what is orthodoxy ? It is 
'correct opinion." I heard some- 
body, — I think it was Bro, 
JJashor — say that 'orthodoxy* 
was' too often 'my doxy,' while 
'heterodoxy' was 'the other man's 
doxy.' Whoever said this newer 
made a truer statement. It is 
usually too much of an ego ism 
or l me-ism' and from its efiect on 
the church it might be written, 
'mi-asm.' But levity aside, the 
charge that Ashland University 
encourages wrong thinking in 
religious matters is a serious one. 
We, here at Ashland, were 
about, to bring the charge 
against the General Church on 
the ground that our creed says 
'bear ye, one another's burdens, 
and the brethren were careful 
in their promises and then, it. 
some cases, refused to pay what 
was promised, bat we will not 
press this charge now. 

Under the old management 
there might have been some 
show for a fouudation on which 
to base a eharge it any one were 
so unprincipled as to make a 
false statement, for then certain 
parties had a species of property 
in (he College and in that way 
had an influence in the manage- 
ment, but now that this has 
been turned over to the General 
Church and the Trustees are 
elected by the State Conventione, 
to say the school is not orthodox 
is equivalent to saying that the 
General Church is not orthodox. 
Brethren you remember the 
famous old English recipe lor 
making rabbit pie. It began, 
•first, catch the rabbit.' I would 
apply this to making an or- 
thodox school. First get the 
school. 'Circumstances alter 
cases.' If ive hud wealthy men 
who were ready to pay out tens 
of thousands, it might be ad- 
visable to employ a thousand 
dollar mentor to teach or- 
thodoxy, but lis we cauuot pay 
teachers in the branches of study, 
we can only ask the students to 
examine our creed and reject all 
that is not in full accord with it. 
If the heart is righ; they cannot 
go far wrong, r.ut if the heart is 
not right a fifty thousand dollar 
adviser conld not make them or- 
thodox. Now, brethren I have 
nothing to do with the manage- 
ment of the school, but I feel to 
■ay that ao long as we must look 
to outsiders tor four-fifths of our 
students, the less said about or- 


thodoxy the better. I would say 
to the -managers that it would be 
well to see that the gospel is 
taught in its purity, but that any 
strenuous measures now might 
alienate the best friends of the 
cause. Now, in conclusion, 
brethren, I have been in Ashland, 
•as a looker on in Venice" and 
otherwise ever since the school 
was opened and am free to give 
my opinion on any point, if ask- 
ed, but I feel that it is unne- 
cessary for me to write further 
unless somebody would desire to 
know what I have to say.

The Palis af Animals; 

In horses the pulse at rest beats forty 
times. In an ox from forty to forty-five, 
and in sheep and pigs about seventy to 
eighty beats per minute. It may be 
felt wherever a big artery crosses a 
bone. For instance, It Is generally ex- 
amined in tbe horse on the cord which 
crosses over tbe bone of the lower Jaw 
In front of Its curved position, or In 
the bony ridge above the eye, and in 
cattle over the middle of the first rib, 
and in sheep by placing the band on 
tbe left side, where the beating of the 
heart mar he felt. Any material varlm- 
tlonsot the pulse from the figures given 
above maybe considered as a sign of 
disease. If rapid, bard and foil. It Is 
an Indication of high fever or inflam- 
mation ; if rapid, small and weak, low 
fever, loss of blood or weakness; If 
slow, the possibilities point to brain 
disease, and if irregular, to heart 
troubles. This is one of the principal 
and sure tests of the health of an ani- 
mal.— National Stockman and Farmer.
